t r a t e struggles for freedom, if your proper affilia­ 
tions are with a party which for litany y ears sus­ 
tained human slavery in its most degrading form, and 
only extinguished that relie of barbarism when the 
Republican party, by the hand of our martyred 
President, struck the shackles from the limbs of the 
slaves, wiped out the only blot on the otherwise 
stainless escutcheon of America, and extended the 
glorious principle of free land for free men over 
every acre of our great Republic.

C rop Reports. 


W a s h in g t o n , July 15th.—The 
Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture reports as follows : 
Cotton— Its condition is reported at an 
average of 100—the highest reported in July 
for several years. 
• 
Corn—The increase in the area planted in 
corn is one per cent, over that planted last 
year. 
The average condition of the crop 
from the whole country is the highest for 
many years, and is 100—being seven per cent, 
more than last year at the same time. There 
are some complaints of drought in the South 
Atlantic States, while in the valley of the 
Mississippi and those States north of the 
Ohio river there is complaint of too much 
rain. 
The Pacific States report very high 
conditions. 
Wheat—The general average of winter 
wheat in July was 95, against 91 a year ago. 
It improved 
slightly during June. 
The 
whole South falls, off nearly a fourth. 
But 
the heavy winter wheat region north of the 
Ohio river rules high at 98. 
The Middle 
States are three per cent, above the average, 
and the Pacific four per cent. 
W est of the 
Mi-sissippi the crop averages 81, against 89 
last year. 
Spring wheat averages 91—the same as 
July, 1879. 
This shows a great decline from 
June, when the average was 97. 
The New 
England States average 99; 
the Middle 
States, 93. 
North of the Ohio the average is 
90. 
W est of the Mississippi the general 
average is IK), Minnesota being 101, while 
Nebraska falls to 02. 
Iowa stands 91. 
On 
the Pacific coast California reports 90.

W il m in g t o n , July 15th.—A careful sur­ 
vey of the peach-growing sections results in 
the calculation that about four million bas­ 
kets of peaches will be shipped from various 
points of shipment on the ]>eninsula.

sumed at home by drying establishments 
and canning factories than last year, and it 
is safe to estimate the home consumption at

scarcely a probability that any will be saved. 
One body has been found at the bottom of the 
shaft. 
Venti'atiou has been restored iu the 
mine, with the view to exploring tor bodies. 
A dispatch from Cardiff says : One hundred 
and twenty-eight men were in the pit of the 
London am] South Wales Colliery Company’s 
mine at the time of the explosion, and it is 
believed all perished. 


N e w Y o r k , July 15th.—A special from 
London says of the explosion in the Ri.-ea 
colliery : About 8 o’clock the bodies of three 
miners were found near the bottom of the 
shaft, but they have not yet been brought up. 
The force of the explosion was terrific, blow­ 
ing to atoms the ventilating fan in the up­ 
cast air-blast. There is no hope that the men 
may escape. 
While the men were at work yesterday- 
evening the atmosphere was noticed to Ite 
heavy and overcharged. 
A t midnight it was 
cool as a November day. 
The colliery is the 
property of the London and South Wales 
Colliery Company.

THE OHIO RIVER. 


“ Buckeyes,” especially 
Cincinnatians, 
still talk of the Ohio as the Beautiful 
River. 
’The French so named it—lav Belle 
Riviere—long ago, simply translating Ohio, 
which, in the aboriginal tongue, means 
beautiful. 
It matters very little how it 
first happened to be called, or who first 
called it beautiful, since it is not. beautiful 
iu any strict sense, and would not be so 
designated by persons of correct taste.

ANTIQUATED 
TEXT-BOOKS. 


A slight examination of several of the 
text-hooks which have been introduced to 
the public schools recently* confirms the 
impression which wc before entertained 
th a t under the new Constitution it would 
be hopeless to expect intelligent selections 
in this regard. 
It must however be said 
th a t the blame is not entirely attributable 
to those who have had the choice of books. 
The fact is th a t the compilers of text-books 
are w ith few exceptions unprepcre.l to 
utilize the newest and most im portant dis­ 
coveries of science and historical research. 
For the most part they prefer to keep on in 
the old beaten track, and the result is that 
the text-booka are in many respects singu­ 
larly behind the ago. 
Wc see the effects 
of this fossilism very plainly in the methods 
of teaching ancient history, for example. 
The books which are placed in the hands 
of our children are antiquated and incor­ 
rect, and are calculated to give them alto­ 
gether wrong idees. 
W hat, for instance, 
can we think of a text-book which retains 
the fantastic and preposterous chronology 
of Archbishop Ussher, and which dis­ 
cusses the Noaciiian Flood, the building 
’ 
o 
of the Tower of Babel, the Noachiau 
genealogy, w ith all the solemnity due to 
historical facta? 
But perhaps the oddest 
feature of the affair is the attem pt of these 
book-makers to introduce some recog­ 
nition of modern historical discoveries, the 
result being to bring the ethnological con- 
vlusions of advanced students into the 
most bewildering collision with orthodox 
labios. 
A\ e are afraid to contemplate the 
iL Dtal condition of the children whose 
fate it is to derive their notions of ancient 
history from such sources. 
I t is certainly 
tim e that a systematic effort was made to 
lay before tho rising generation the latest 
and best results of modern scholarship, and 
there arc few studies in which more radical 
amendments are called for than in that of 
ancient history. 
The importance of im­ 
planting corifeet ideas concerning the past 
at tho ontset of the educational career can 
hardly be overestimated, 
'l ire mischief 
caused by the fabulous accounts which the 
old books teach is very serious, 
ft inter­ 
feres with a subsequent acquisition of more 
. ci urate knowledge, at the best, and at 
the worst it closes the mind against the 
reception of sober facts. 
We pay enough 
for our schools to l>e entitled to demand 
the best that can be had for our money. 
A t present we are not getting it in the 
text-books. One reason is that the persons 
intrusted with the selection of text-books 
are not capable of forming an intelli.'cnt 
judgm ent in the premises, and another 
reason is that the compilers of the books 
arc for the moat part men of a merely me­ 
chanical cast of mind. 
The result, how­ 
ever, is the same, namely, that the chil­ 
dren are taught many things which are 
untrue, and some which are absurdly so. 


RUSSIA 
I » 
THE 
PACIFIC. 


Russia is gradually collecting a powerful 
irouclael navy in the Pacific ocean. 
She is 
sending out ship after ship, and in a short 
time she will have ten or a dozen large 
w ar vessels, and a considerable number of 
torpedo boats here. 
The presumption of 
course is that this navy is to lie employed 
against China, in the event of war with 
th a t po ver. 
Russia, however, has long 
harbored designs on the Pacific coast. She 
has acquired the Island of Saghalien as a 
depot, and place of confinement for such of 
her political prisoners as it is not thought 
expedient to send to Siberia. 
It ia 'b e ­ 
lieved that she covets further Japanese 
territory, and that she would not be sorry 
for an ex:use to make war upon that pow­ 
er. 
Therefore while the presence of Russia 
iu the Pacific may seem of littie signifi­ 
cance just now, there is always reason to 
apprehend the plans of a (fewer as un­ 
scrupulous and restless as she is rapacious 
and grasping. 
A war between Russia and 
China in the Pacific would moreover be 
disastrous to American commercial inter­ 
ests, and might not improbably destroy 
th at growing traffic which it has taken so 
long to establish, 
f n fact civilization has 
nothing to expect and much to dread from 
such a war, and if our Government can ex­ 
ercise any influence ia this case, it ought 
to exert itself on behalf of peace.

The considerations which justify the es­ 
tablishment of a State Constabulary force 
have been full}' and frequently set forth in 
those columns. 
They have been given 
added force by recept events. 
The pursuit 
oi the Mendocino outlaws by the Sheriff 
of -a distant and by no means wealthy 
county, was one of tlie most daring, per- 
-istcnt and successful. 
B ut while it- was 
in the interest of all the people of all the 
State, and to secure old criminals who 
sought the outlying county for a field of 
operations because of its sparse population 
and supposed inability to send officers 
after desperadoes, yet upon the people of 
that county is saddled the whole expense 
of the pursuit, the cost of trials and of 
executions—a burden they will probably 
feel for years. 
So, too, w ith regard to the 
punishment of highway robbers ; it falls 
upon the poorer counties because they are 
chosen by the knights of the road for the 
very reason of their remoteness, and tho 
inability of the local officers to follow the 
trespassers. 
Thus, 
the 
lack 
of 
a 
State 
force 
with 
power 
in 
all 
counties, 
of 
stationed 
officers 
in 
various parts 
in 
constant communica­ 
tion with a chief ; the lack of a central 
fund, gathered from all the people for the 
protection of all : the limited powers and 
finances at command of Sheriffs ; the 
arbitrary county lines ; all invite to crime, 
clog the path of pursuit and defeat the 
ends of justice. 
These are but a few of 
the texts for elaborate argum ent in favor 
of a State Constabulary, which Í3 more 
needed in California than in any other 
State. 
How to secure this desirable force 
is the present question. 
Its desirability is 
not denied seriously. 
Legislators have ad­ 
m itted its wisdom, but personal ambition, 
jealousy and selfishness prevented action. 
W hat is now necessary is to secure the a t­ 
tention of candidates for legislative posi­ 
tions, to get an expression of the people 011 
the subject, and to present the m atter in 
such a light, w ith all possible objections as 
well as affirmative arguments, th at there 
can be no misapprehension of it, and no 
hesitancy on the part of the Legislature to 
act promptly, cither to test the proposed 
system by actual trial, or squarely reject it. 
Theopinions and advice of the leadingpeace 
officers of the State will be of great w eight 
w ith the people. 
Their experience has 
brought them into contact with every 
phase of the question. 
Their decision will 
amount to a verdict upon it. 
It has been 
proposed by a number of these gentlemen, 
to call a Convention, to meet in the State 
Capitol building on Wednesday or Thurs­ 
day cf the week in which the State Fair is 
to be held. 'A s presented to us, the prop­ 
osition is to invite every Sheriff, I’olice 
Judge, Marshal, CJiief of Police, detective 
officer and private chief detective to attend, 
as also the W ardens and Turnkeys of the 
prisons, the State Prison Directors, the 
Mayors of the cities and towns, the Presi­ 
dent of every Board of Supervisors, and 
the District A ttorney of every county. 
The object of the Convention shall be the 
discussion of the best means for the pur­ 
suit, capture and punishment of criminals ; 
the Beit methods for securing the co-ope.a- 
tion and satisfactory conjoint action of all 
peace officers to those ends ; the equitable 
distribution of the burdens of such pur­ 
suit, capture and conviction among the 
counties, and the best methods to be 
adopted to prevent the commission of rob­ 
beries and outrages upon the property and j 
persons of the people, and in this connc-c- ] 
tion the advisability of establishing a State i 
Constabulary force. The deliberations and* 
conclusions of such a Convention must be 
of great weight. 
The facts which would 1 
bo developed in such a conference would | 
serve as a guíele to legislative action. | 
The meeting of such a body of men I 
would certainly result in the evolution j 
of some system to supersede the present 
unreliable one, under which each county ! 
is a separate jurisdiction with no powers I 
beyond its arbitrary boundaries, and by ! 
which upon the weakest members of the j 
commonwealth devolves the burden of dc- 
fending ail the others from the assaults of 
the criminal class, and under which also 
there is a constant invitation to outrageupou 
the highway and uu absence of ail checks 
upon the daring of the outlaw. 
It is to be 
hoped th at the convention will be held. 
The expense of the convocation will be 
noUiiug beyond the personal cost of travel, 
and as it will be held at a time when very 
many of those whose attendance is desired 
will be present at the .State Fair, it would 
seem that the assembly proposed (.light to 
be full and a representative body. 
Cer­ 
tainly the officers named can afford in their 
own and the public interest to assume tho 
small cost named and give the State the 
benefit of their advice, counsel and ex­ 
perience.

Superintendent not in harmony with the 
Board of which be is a quasi member is 
almost powerless. 
The Board of Educa­ 
tion is the supervising body, the Superin­ 
tendent the supervising officer. 
Each of 
these authorities, in this city, derive their 
powers from the people direct, by virtue of 
election. 
Each is independent of the 
other. 
The slightest disagreement puts 
these two at cross purposes, and the result 
always lias been, and always will be injury 
to the schools. 
The very basis of the 
Quincy system is found m the power of the 
supervising Board to name the Superin­ 
tendent, who serves at t lie pleasure of the 
body and becomes the executive officer of 
the Board. 
Of course such an officer will 
he in harmony with the Board, for iuliar- 
mony will insure his dismissal. 
Thus, a 
Board of Education having determined 
upon a system, a method of work, is quite 
certain to have it carried out. 
As it is 
here, however, the .Superintendent is an in­ 
dependent officer with a voice 
in the 
Board but without a vote, 
lie has certain 
prerogatives which the Board cannot affect, 
and it has legislative powers over which he 
has no veto. 
His duties are defined by the 
law, and the Board cauuot vary, though it 
may add to them. 
Wc submit tliat this 
whole system is wrong, and probably no 
one more fu'ly reelizes it or will more 
readily acknowledge it, than the Superin­ 
tendent iu Sacramento, and the Board of 
Education of this city.

Trappers have 
leased it for §150 a year, and are doing well 
with the skins. 
The property tax in New Zealand is 
meeting with great opposition. 
New Zealand has 11,000 persons em­ 
ployed in the service of the Government. 
N et bad for a country having less than 
half a million of people. 
Money, W igram & Co. of London, hav­ 
ing determined to withdraw from the 
A ustralian trade, will sell their large fleet 
of ships. 
A line of steamers has been established 
between England, .Sydney and New Zeal­ 
and. 
Gross mismanagement and waste arc al­ 
leged in the railroad departm ent of New 
Zealand by a royal commission of inquiry. 
T rickett, tlie champion oarsman, lias 
sailed from Melbourne in the Orient for 
England, §2,000 having been subscribed iu 
Sydney to pay his expenses. 
The strike of the colliers at Newcastle 
has been settled, the employers conceding 
w hat tlie men asked. 
The New South Wales land revenue hav­ 
ing fallen oil' §2,200,000 last year, the 
Colonial Treasurer proposed new taxes as 
under : 
On the export of wool, greasy, 
one farthing per pound ;

HAOUTLE 
AND 
KUNGO. 


There are many species of water boat­ 
men, but those which belong to the genus 
Corixa, and can be known by the flattened 
cuds of their bcdie3, have the sharpest 
beaks, the most virulent poison, and, con­ 
sequently, arc the most noxious when 
handled.’ Even 111 England those corixre 
are apt to be rather unpleasant insects, but 
there are some parts of Mexico where tVie 
lakes swarm with corixic of very much 
larger dimensions than any British species. 
Yet these inscots, noxious as we might 
thiuk them, are very useful to compara­ 
tively uncivilized natives, who eat, not the 
corixa, but their eggs. At the proper time 
of the year the natives sink large bundles 
of reeds into the water. 
In a week or two 
the reeds are thickly covered with corixa 
eggs, which are scraped off, are pressed 
into cakes, which are cooked and used for 
consumption, under the name of “ haou- 
tle.” 
Even the dread mosquito, the only 
insect which a savage can have an excuse 
for ranking as noxious, is really of di­ 
rect value to some savage tribe3. 
Living­ 
stone mentions that the shores of the Lake 
Nyassa swarm with mosquitoes. 
The late 
M r. Baines told me 110 one who has not 
seen the mosquito swarms th at hang on the 
banks of these African lakes, can form 
even a conception of their multitude. They 
rill the air so th at they seem to be an al­ 
most solid mass. 
If a lamp be lighted, 
they put it out by settling on it, while the 
hum of their wings is almost like the roar­ 
ing of the sea in the ears of a diver. 
Y et 
the natives can utilize even these terrible 
pests, which arc so venomous th at not even 
a mule could stray on the banks of the lake 
and live through the night. 
But the mos­ 
quito never seems to travel to any great 
distance from the w ater in which it passed 
through its previous stages of existence, 
and the natives can avoid it by sleeping in 
spots far removed from the water’s edge. 
They do more than this : they sweep the 
mosquitoes into large bags, press them to­ 
gether and fotm them into cakes, just as is 
done w ith the eggs of the corixa. 
These 
cakes go by the name of “ kungo.” 
They 
are circular, about eight inches in diame­ 
ter, and an inch or so in thickness. W hen 
eaten they are said to bear some resem­ 
blance to caviare in flavor.

LOCAL ÍLÍTELLIOENGE. 


THE DISEASED 
MEAT CASE. 


Thin ease cauie on for trial in the Police 
C ourt yesterday, and ..fter briefly disposing 
of a few minor cases, occupied the entire day. 
T he prosecution was conducted by City At-, 
toruey W . A. Anderson and W . 11. Cantwell. 
The defendant was represented by Grove L. 
Johnson. 
W illiam M eister testified in substance th at 
he had been workiug for Conrad Schepp in 
the m onth of M ay ; th at he and Schepp went 
out to Elisha D aly’s ranch and purchased 
two yearlings ; th at D aly had a cow w ith a 
large lump on her neck, and very poor ; that 
Schepp bought the cow and two yearlings for 
$20, saying that the cow could he skinned 
and the m eat thrown to the hogs: they were 
driven home to 
Showier’* slaughtei-house 
(going out of the usual way so to do), where 
they were left. 
A bout one week atter, wit 
ness and Schepp on a Saturday were about to 
go out to purchase some cattle. 
Prior to 
going Schepp gave orders to Eugene W atson 
to kill and dress the cow and bring it in for 
the m arket on Monday. 
The m eat was 
brought in and cut up, and was of a 


DULL YELLOW COLOR. 
Part of the m eat was seut to the Railroad 
H ospital, some to the W illiam Tell House, 
and Borne to other customers. 
The meat was 
unfit for use. 
I t wa- also shown that witness 
had some prior difficulty with Schepp, and 
had made threats to ruin him and break him 
up. H e told Forbes and others the meat was 
good, because Schepp asked him to do so ; 
th a t waB while he worked for him. 
Eugene W atson testified : T hat he was work­ 
ing for Schepp at the tim e the diseased cow 
was brought in ; th at one Saturday night 
about the middle of May last, Schepp ordered 
him to go out and kill the cow, dress it and 
bring the m eat to the m arket. 
T hat he 
killed the cow, and when lie cut the head off, 
there was little blood, and a largfe quantity of 
m atter issued from the lump 011 the neck. 
The m eat was yellow, and unfit for use. 
Sehaumloffel and Showier were present and 
saw the cow. 
The m eat was cut up in the 
shop on Twelfth and D streets, and part sold 
to the Railroad Hospital and part to the 
W illiam Tell House, tome to other custom­ 
ers. Schepp threatened to shoot me if ever I 
told any one about the cow. 
I quit work 
for Schepp on J une Id, 1SSO, and am now 
working for Sehaumloffel. 
H enry Sehaumloffel testified : 
T hat he 
was o partner of Schepp ; Schepj) wanted to 
he partner, and they entered into an agree­ 
m ent for th a t purpose; 
th at he was at 
the slaughter-house when the cow was killed ; 
th at the neck was full of m atter and the meat 
was had; th at he told Eugene W atson th at 
the m eat was not good ; saw the 
MEAT SOLD ON THE BLOCK, 
Am i -f rit to the Railroad H ospital and W ill­ 
iam Tell House. 
I got out of the business 
with Scheop M ay 31st and opened a business 
myself. 
I never told Forbes nor any other 
p e r m the meat was good. 
H enry Showier testified : T hat he saw the 
cow after she was killed ; saw that there was 
something w rong; saw m atter on the head 
and neck after it was cut off ; the m eat did 
not look good ; he did not notice it further, as 
he was busy. 
Join, St'.hr testified : Saw the meat at the 
shop; it was not good; did not see the cow 
killed ; saw her after she was killed ; she had 
a big lump on her neck. 
Tnls was the substance of the testimony for 
the prosecution. 
The defense r fibred as witnesses Frank 
Sm ith, Chris. Smith, Dr. F. rhes and Peter 
N em an, to show th a t'M ei-ter and Schatim- 
loffel had threatened to break up the defend­ 
ant and ruin him in his business before the 
complaint was tiled. 
Elisha D aly testified th at he sold the cow 
and two yearlings to Schepp; th at be sold 
the yearlings for 88 each, and the cow for 
$5; th at the cjw had a swelling on her neck 
which had been ihere five years and was 
cat: ed bV ha:ley beards ; th at he had 
USED THE MILK 
From her, and had killed and used her last 
year's c alf; th at he did not think the meat 
bad aud thought he could cat it himself, hut 
would not like to swear th at he would sell it 
to others for th at purpose. 
Mrs. .Daly gave similar testimony. 
E Sargent testified th at Schepp bought 
cattle from him M ay 10, LSSO. 
Com ad Schepp testified th at he was not at 
homo when the cow was killed ; that he was 
at S v g en t’a, on the Stockton ro a d ; th at he 
bought the cow and yearlings from Daly for 
the purpose of butchering them for the m ar­ 
ket ; th at Daly asked 810 each for the year­ 
lings and S50 for the cow ; that he bought 
the yt arlings for 88 and the cow for 85 ; that 
D-iiv said she was ail rig h t; saw a lump on 
her licck ; never tol l W atson nr M ei.ter to 
kill ami dress the cow (or m arket; th at it 
was a conspiracy to ruin, him by the wit­ 
nesses; he did not return home until after 
the meat was all sold ; would not have or­ 
dered the cow killed had ho known it; all 
the witnesses, have threatened to ruin him. 
Hero (he tesrim >ny was closed, and the 
case was argued by Anderson for prosecution 
and Johnson for defendant, at the conclusion 
of which the ilefei.dant was found guilty. 
A lter the verdict in the above case, w ar­ 
rant* were immediately sworn out against H. 
Soban loffel (partner of Schepp), E. W atson 
and W illiam Meister, employes, charging 
them v, ith selling diseased meat, knowing the j 
same to be di-eased an l unfit for use as food. 
This is the sequel to the case of Schepp, who, 
it seems, lias concluded th at inasmuch as lie 
has keen compelled to .-offer the penalty, the 
others implicated should receive the result of 
their connection in the transaction, and have 
like treatm ent. 
All of the defendants were, 
immediately arrested by officers Sm ith and 
Fredericks, and gave lA d s for their appear­ 
ance to-day. 


l ’ouiC E C o u r t . — In the Police Court yes­ 
terday in the case of A. Banenierer for judg­ 
ment, a motion for new trial was argued and 
overruled ; judgment, $5, and 82 50 costs ; 
Robert M cM ahan, disturbing the peace, fined

and ordered to appear for judgment Saturday; 
M r- John Donovan and George Farr, tried 
for interfering With each other’s peace, were 
discharged by the Court with the usual ad­ 
monition to go home and try to*get along in 
their respective neighborhoods without get­ 
ting into trouble ; Fred.

qualifications for successful 
teachers, the statem ent being upon data ob­ 
tained from a thoroughly educated German, 
who was for m any years a successful teacher of 
the system. 
The data and theory given were 
from the Pestalozzian or German standpoint, 
and as there taught in connection with their 
school-books, arranged and published with 
special conformity to the system. 
W hether 
or not it is identical in all its details with the 
so-called Quincy system, as now taught in 
M assachusetts, anil as will be introduced in 
our city schools by the teacher soon to arrive 
here, the theory and principle are the same, 
and the methods will only differ through 
w hat may be regarded as more modern or 
advanced thought, and different appliances 
and hooks used in teaching. 
The following in reference to the primary 
school as constituted and conducted under 
ill.: modern system, and which i 1 derived 
from the same source as the data previously 
given, shows in brief outline the method of 
teaching a portion of the branches in the pri­ 
m ary departm ent: 
WHAT IS A PRIMARY SCHOOL? 
A ll children from four to six years of age 
ought to be in the Kindergarten for preiimi- 
nary trainiug, moral as well as manual, and 
this is on the same line for the little ones of 
th at age as the Pestalozzian orQuincy method 
of teaching is the prim ary for those immedi­ 
ately succeeding the K indergarten age. 
F or 
a healthy child, in regular attendance, two 
years in the Kindergarten are enough ; hut 
if there is any constitutional delicacy, or n at­ 
ural tardiness of mental development, a 
longer 
period 
may 
be 
advisable 
and 
very beneficial. 
R ut wiietber the child 
has been to a Kindergarten or not, will 
not make a3 much difference if the primary 
is w hat it should be—a school devoted to a 
natural development of every healthy faculty, 
rather thau a place which children attend, in 
order to “ get learning ;” placed there like so 
many potsand jars to have “ knoivledge” ladled 
into them until they are deemed full enough 
and fit for the higher schools, where their 
“ education”—really never begun—is sup­ 
posed to he finished. 
How em pty this old 
system of 
acquiring ‘•book-learning” in 
school really is, is plainly seen a t our teachers’ 
examinations, when the examiners sometime» 
fondly imagine th at the questions put are a 
test of the teacher’s 
knowledge ” and abil­ 
ity to im part such knowledge, while in 
reality they only find out who has the readiest 
memory, leaving the question of actual avail­ 
able knowledge and practical ability wholly 
untouched. 
The primary, then, m ust be a place where 
little children are received and treated by 
the teacher with parental love and authority, 
and where every faculty is called into health­ 
ful activity by a wise rotation of exercises, 
every one of which is calculated to develop 
and train mind and body co-ordinately. 
Nor 
j s the moral aspect of the new system at all 
inferior to the m ental and physical one. 
NO BOOKS OR ALPHABET. 
The beginner has no books, no alphabet to 
commit to memory, no prolonged sitting 
still w ith folded arms to “ hear a pin drop ” 
or to count the ticking of the clock. N othing 
is shunned as much in the model school as 
in activ ity ; “ passing time away " is rarely 
permitted. 
This prim ary is a bee-hive where 
no drones are perm itted to reside. 
Perhaps 
this busy, bustling, ambitions school is not as 
quiet as the model school of the old regime— 
no death-like stillness reigns for more than 
a few minutes, nor are the little one3 ever 
drove to the verge of petiefactiou by a pro­ 
longed hush. 
B ut the children are happy, 
for do they not work, are they not “ doing 
something,” at which the teacher smiles and 
approvingly nods l.is head? 
If there is not 
absolute quiet, there is certainly no annoying 
confusion—the children are too well employed, 
to j bu*y to get into mischief or to need much 
discipline. 
The children of all the lower grades are 
not much burdened w ith text-books, but the 
appliances of the school-room are complete. 
Slates aud pencils, blackboards, rrayoiis in 
various colors, various maps and charts, 
globes and numerical fiames, sets of block* 
representing geometrical forms, stick* of v i­ 
rions lengths (these latter K indergarten ma­ 
terial), even a few good chromos 011 the wall 
and a fl .wer-pot in the window, to add a 
humanizing element, are the chief materials 
for the work of the primary. 
The text books, 
though the best to lie liad, play a rather 
subordinate part, instead of being the prin­ 
cipal element of instruction, as under the i 
old system. 
I t is expected th at the teacher 
shall furnish or elicit from hi* pupil*, that 
which l* the gist of every subject in hand, 
using the text-books rather as printed memo­ 
randa of certain facts, and largely drawing 
on hi* own and the children’s information be 
fore memorizing is resorted to. 
A n excellent method to interest and in­ 
struct, as an example, is to take beautifully 
illustrated German and American magazines, 
such as 
“ H arrier’s ” 
and 
“ Scribner’s,” 
“ D aheim ” and “ G aitenlaube,” tc the school­ 
room to show the children the best pictures 
and to converse about them. This will often 
draw out a glimpse of hidden characteristic* 
of unsuspected w it and intelligence. 
The 
numerous beautifully-illustrated articles on 
natural history-, biography, geography and 
history, are a source of ever fresh and varied 
information of which they never become 
wearied. There is always something for every 
are—birds, fl overs and pictures of child life 
for the lery little ones, while the older chil­ 
dren are pit.esed and intere-ted with every­ 
thing if properly put before them. 
In this 
way too there 1 - produced 3 craving for the 
good and beautiful in literature, thereby ren- I 
deriug insipid and worthless the literary trash ¡ 
so frequently indulged in by our young people. 1 


BRANCHES TAUGHT. 
The list of branches for the first two or j 
hree years under the modern system are : 
I, singing; 2, draw ing; 3, writing ; 4, read­ 
in g ; 5, arithm etic; 6, obj ct lessons aud 
composition ; 7, hygiene ; 8, moral instruc­ 
tion ; 9, m ental exercises; 10, gym nastics; 
II, declamation. 
Of these something may 
briefly be said as to their use and methods of 
teaching. 
Singing is considered of as much impor­ 
tance 111 the prim ary a* anything else taught 
there ; indeed, it is quite indispensable, and 
always precede* the exercises of the day. 
It 
is often resorted to a* an interval of restful 
recreation whenever from any cause the in­ 
terest of the children flags. 
Singing is here 
used as a means of discipline as well, instead 
of folding the arms and sitting still. 
A 
sprightly song ought to close the day's work, 
leaving a pleasant impression on pupil and 
teacher as they leave the school. 
Music i* 
one of the most refined and humanizing in­ 
ti.lenca» known to man, ami a love for it 
should la- created and fostered in the school­ 
room. 
Foi this reason care should he taken 
to choose only good songs—real music, not 
the musical trasli, h >wever popular, which so 
often finds its way into the school room. 
In 
regard to music, as to everything else, we 
must adopt I roeWel’s motto, “ F or our chil­ 
dren the very best only is good enough.” 
DRAWING. 
Drawing-, under proper method of teach­ 
ing, precedes writing and reading. 
I t com­ 
mence* with the simplest expressions of form, 
the dot and the line, and from these two sim­ 
ple elements gradually develops all the geo­ 
metrical forms which come w ithin the range j 
of primary instruction in draw ing. 
As soon 
as practicable the abstract forms give way to 
such an arrangement of their parts as will ' 
form or resemble well-known objects, such as j 
tables, chairs, fences, houses, etc. 
W hen ] 
cinsi lerahle facility has been attained the 
curve and its various combinations are drawn. I 
Then a variety of 
forms combining the 
straight Hne and the curve. 
The pupil ha* 
then mastered the elements which next lead 
him to the design of simple forms of orna- ; 
m eats, plants and animals. 
A thorough 
course of this kind wiil occupy fully three | 
year*. 
Drawing is an im p..riant adjunct in 
several branches, especially in object lessons; 
it cultivates habits of observation, improves 
the memory and forms the foundation for 
many trades and arts, and is not lost to any­ 
one. 
Every carpenter, tinsmith and potter, j 
every woman doing needlework, is so much ! 
better off for bring able to handle a pencil j 
intelligently an 1 with good results. 
Among | 
the higher branches and those occupations 
bordering on the fine arts, it is liecoming ! 
more and more indispensable. 
In order to j 
save much time and expense, the foundation j 
must lie laid in early youth, when all things j 
come easy and naturally. 


. 
w ritin g. 
W riting, 1. e.. penmanship, precedes read­ 
ing. 
The children are taught to copy the : 
few simple lines and curres which form the 1 
letter “ i." The letter itself is then written, ¡ 
and its sound or name, or both, taught. : 
When every pupil ha* m istered the task, the 
letter “ u,” then “ n,” “ m,” etc., are taught , 
in the same manner. 
N ot until all the writ­ 
ten letters of the small letters of the alpha­ 
bet, or at least a number of the easier ones 
have been w ritten aud their souuds and 
names learned, is the printed alphabet intro­ 
duced. 
Thus the lower case letter “ i " is the j 
first one to be learned, its sound and uame 1 
are made familiar, and it is w ritten in script 


aud printed by all the pupils on their slates. 
A new letter is in this maimer learned, writ­ 
ten and printed each day, unless there is 
necessity for review. 
As soon as possible 
these letters are formed into syllables, or, 
better still, into words. 
Thus, as soon as i 
and n have become familiar, the word “ in ” 
is formed, and read, w ritten and printed by 
the pupils. 
All through the writing keeps 
pace with the reading, soon the printed les­ 
sons are copied in writing on the slate, and 
thus the whole lower-case alphabet is mas­ 
tered in reading and writing in about the 
same time th at it takes to learn by rote and 
remember half the letters under the old 
system. 
r ea d in g. 
The capitals are learned in the same way, 
and after th at easy sentences are introduced, 
which are finally followed by short essays, 
stories and poems. 
By the tim e the p.upil 
has finished his F irst Reader, he is able to 
write 
easy 
words 
and 
sentences 
from 
dictation. 
W hen 
he is 
through 
with 
his 
Second 
Reader 
he 
can 
write 
a 
very 
readable 
little 
composition 
on 
simple subjects. 
Composition is not, how­ 
ever, classed with reading, but form3 an im ­ 
portant part of the object lessons. I t is only 
mentioned in connection w ith reading to show 
how earl}- the habit of writing, as learned in 
connection with reading, will yield practical 
results. 
B ut the mere technical part of the reading, 
rational and thorough as it is, is only the 
key to a world of new thoughts and facts. As 
soon as sentences can he read, they m ust also 
be under.-tood, and after th a t no reading 
lesson is simply recited anil w ritten—it al­ 
ways forms the subject of intelligent review 
and criticism. 
The moral aspect is specially 
observed and utilized, aud the logic and the 
gramm ar does not escape the critical eye. 
I t will therefore be seen how all-im portant 
is the quality of readers to he used, and how 
inadequate for such a purpose those now in 
general use in our schools. 
Of the Readers 
we m ust demand ; 
(1) T hat the first book be 
on .the principle of leading and writing as 
given above. 
(2) T hat not a single unm ean­ 
ing, illogical, ungrammatical, or in any way 
doubtful sentence, morally or otherwise, he in 
any of the hooks. 
(3) T hat every essay, 
story, poem or other article he the very 
cream of juvenile literature, and in the line 
and f jr the purposes herein indicated, each 
one being conspicuous for its superior useful­ 
ness, nobility of sentiment, or its high mo­ 
rality. 
The Readers should contain the 
germs leading to future scientific and literary 
knowledge, and be of such character as will 
prove an incentive to and aid in gainiug prac­ 
tical information. 
N or m ust they pretend to 
be text-books for the sciences as such ; they 
must simply whet the mental appetite of the 
pupil for the good things in store for them. 
W ith a series on this rational aud scientific 
basis, even a mediocre teacher can do toler­ 
able work. 
W ith books such as the McGuf- 
fey, the best teacher in the world will make 
reading, under the new system, a failure, as 
there is no sound foundation upon which to 
work.

First came the review of the 
troops by General Sheehan, the passing of 
tiie column in review, the inspection by in­ 
specting officers M ajor Houghton and M ajor 
Hubbard, the muster, and lastly a battalion 
dress-parade. 
The men all behaved admir­ 
ably. 
Few errors were committed, two only 
demanding special notice by their promi­ 
nence; first, Company A remaining a t “ in 
place rest,” instead of coming to “ attention,”' 
when the inspecting officer came to the com­ 
pany' ; and second, the casting of the pieces 
back to the men with force, by M ajor Hough­ 
ton, after inspection of the rifle, whereas he 
should have passed the pieces to the guards­ 
men without throwing them, which was the 
old style, and to which the M ajor was accus­ 
tomed in earlier years. 
The great crowd of

excellence by them never .before occupied. 
The Governor’s Guard wa* a very prominent 
feature of the evening. 
These cadets con­ 
ducted themselves in review, muster, inspec­ 
tion aud dress parade, in a manner deserving 
of warm praise. 
A t the conclusion of the 
dress parade Colonel Haymond made an elo­ 
quent address to the troops, in the course of 
which he sketched the legislative history of the 
N ational G uard of California, and pointed 
out how much is now being done by the State 
for its advancement. 
H e addressed himself 
especially to the cadets, complimenting them, 
and a t the same time reminding them of the 
re sponsibilities they had assumed, and of the 
strfct and tem perate habits they m ust follow.
